TRENDS AND HIGHLIGHTS 
Special Security Center 
August 1975 


1. During August, the Staff Members of the Rockefeller 
Commission on Domestic CIA Activities were debriefed on the 
compartmented programs to which they were made privy during their 
duties with the Commission. 


2. During the first week of August, a member of the SSC 
visited various West Coast contractors involved in sensitive 
compartmented fields to observe current operating procedures and 
discuss mutual problems. 


3. The Administrative Guidance for Compartmented Programs 
handbook was published in August. 


4, The SSC Security Consultant to the Silver Recovery 
Program attended two meetings at the Naval Ordnance Lab, Indian 
Head, Maryland, to discuss handling and operating procedures related 
to classified film transport and storage. 


25X1A 5. On 20 August, MM, Special Assistant to the 
25X1A ‘DCI and NNN, Special Assistant to I, Legal Z5X1A 
Counsel to the DCI were briefed on several compartmented programs. 


6. During August, a member of the SSC reviewed Agency 
publications to determine whether they served as source material 
for a recent news item related to Soviet missile activity and 
prepared a report on his findings. 


7. During August,,CIB deleted 1568 names from the computer, 
and added 1934 names to Eatin Jthe total number up tq 25X9 
persons on record at the end of the month. There were 1607 cable 
actions and 135 briefings and debriefings handled by CIB. 
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Twenty-four SPECLE machine runs were supplied to customers this 
toate 

8. CIB continues through August its parallel operations in 
the process of the changeover from SPECLE I to SPECLE II. 


9, One hundred seventy eight (178) CIA employees were briefed 
during August on what constituted 325 compartmented programs, Fifty- 
nine (59) non-CIA individuals were briefed on a total of 129 compart- 
mented programs. The largest customer this month was the Senate 
Select Committee with 11 persons briefed on a total of 26 programs 
followed closely by the House Select Committee. Others indoctrinated 
were from the following organizations:
